VICKSBURG, Miss., March 29.—In the past 
twenty-four hours there has only been a fall 
of one inch, but the decline is more rapid both 
above and below here. The banks adjacent 
to the city are still overflowed, and the houses 
and streets on the levee front are 
in several feet of waier. Up the river near the 
wharfboat and below at the elevator the water 
is rapidly subsiding, ' 

Reports coming in from the lower river coun- 
try indicate that there is still much suffering 
in the counties and parishes from Grand Gulf 
down. There is dry land at Warrenton, 
Miss., and at Sargent’s Point, La. Pretty 
much of the balance of the country is 


uncer water with the exception of the Hunt 
plantation. In tbe above overflowed sections 
the people are becoming more encouraged, 
and hope to raise an average crop. Landis 
sraduully making its appearance at .different 
pointe aiong the river, and where,.a few days 
2go, there was between three and four feet of 
water planting and plowing is going 
on. The prospects are good for an 
average yiela. Many planters claim that 
tne tiood has had a beneficial effect on the 
soil, and if anything there will bea better crop 
than nsual. A well-posted river man gives the 
following as a list of places where the water is 
receding in the Yazoo from Greenwood 
to the head of Honey Island: Shell Bluff, 
Fort Lortog, Double Oak, . Phillipston, 
Scales place, thej Saploff and Loar planta- 
tions. The U. 8. steamer Coal luff, 
with two barges in tow, arrived yesterday. 
Sne has 100,400 rations for distribution among 
the overflowed sufferers in this State. The 
rations consist of 146 boxes of bacon and 610 
barrels of meal. The boat also had on board 
50 tents, whieh are to be given to those who 
need them. The boat handed out supplies at 
Greenville and Chatard Landing. 


GOV. Lowry arrived yesterday, and} 


is making estimates of the amount 
of supplies necessary to relieve the 
distress of the people through the State. Al- 
ready he has shipped provisions to the follow- 
ing places: Haynes’ Bluff, Satartia, Chews’ 
Landing, Belzonia, Devolent, Idlewild, Silent 
Shade, McAffee’s, Shepardstown, Yazoo City, 
Grand Gulf, Rodney and Datchez. Other 
shipments will be made to points up and 
down the river. Lands are rapidly appearing, 
above the water, but in many places opera- 
tions can not be started until the 14th of April 
at least.. Dispatebes are received from Helena, 
Ark., to the effect that people in different 
parts of the sunk land along the Little River 
are very destitute, and that no _ pro- 
visions have yet reached them. 
A petition from the people of 
Little River asking for aid has been received 
by the relief committee at Helena. It states 
that water lies on theirfarms at the present 
time from three totwelve feet deep, and that 


it will be fully thirty days before they can go - 


to work on che repairs of Gumages caused by 
the flood. A‘ other places the condition of 
thines is just as bad, and relief wiil 
doubtless be sent very soon. Reports from 
New Orieéans saythatif the water recedes in 
the next twenty days in the sugar districts 
something of acrop willbe bad. Appeais for 
supplies are still coming in. Over55,000 rations 
were shipped to day to different parishes. In 
the Fardochi, Maringovin and @Qros Tete 
districts over 300 square miles of land is cover- 
ed wita water. 


Up the River, 

From Capt. McPheeters, of the Anchor Lire 
steamer Commonwealth, arrived last night 
from New Orleans, a POST-DISPATCH reporter 
obtained a very detailed account of the condi- 
tion of the river and the people along its 
banks from New Orleans to St. Louis. 


Whenthe Commonwealth arrived at Delta, 
La., alarze amount of“Government rations 
that bad been forwardea to that point for 
general distribution among the sufferers in 
the vicinity was takeng on board, 
and put  ofi at Killarney, Milliken’s 
and Omega Landing, where destitution at 
present is the most general. Large congrega- 
tions of negroes, numbering four to five hun- 
dred, were found camped at Omega Landing, 
on a bigh knoli of ,;land, when the boat 
touched atthat point. Upto that time they 
had received no assistance from any source 
and were in absolute want. Temporary abodes 
had been erected out of saplings covered with 
oud pieces of bet-clothing and calico. 

A itew master spirits among them were 
endeavoring to prevail upon the entire number 
to 'eave the conntry and come west, but their 
exhortations seemingiy had bat little effect. 
The receding waters trom the upper portion 
of the river are now in the lower 
patt rushing out in the form ofa tidal wave, 
destroying levees right and left. The effect of 
these breaks will be to lessen the danger of the 
intact levees beiog overfiowed, and thus the 
seeming disaster will be counterbalanced. 
These recent breaks have caused some of the 
most productive lands of Louisiana and Mis- 
sissippito be inundated. A few of the farm 
bands, principally negroes, bavo at iast be- 
come discouraged in that locality and the 
richer classes ot them are preparing to leave 
the country. The Commonwealth brought 
to St. Leuis this trip a few 
colored families from the extreme lower 
districts, but no probability of a general exo-. 
dus exists. Onlyinthose places where hdpe 
has been abandoned is theré any talk 
of @& hegira. Above Vicksburg” no 
complaints at all were received. 
Tne people had been supplied with 
rations and were comparatively content. Tne 
water had entirely subsided in some locali- 
ties; in others it was fast receding; plough- 
ing bad already, been Golmmmenced, 
and the prospects for oh good 
crop were excellent. As far down as 
one bundred miles below Memphis the water 
wavoff the Jand and the crops were being 
planted. In the vicinity ot Oairo the wonted 
appearance of the country had been resumed, 
and the people there were fast forgetting the 
oecurrence of the flood.

and Biddle, protested against the matter - 
ing taken up at chisterm. He said that these 
property-owners remonstrated against ‘the 
proposed reconstruction. Mr. Thomas Ran- 
ken stated that he was the owner of twenty- 
eight feet of ground on Collins street, 
between Franklin avenue and Wash street, on 
which thereis a tenement house which rents 
for $25 per month; he thougnt the extra tax 
of $5 62 per front foot would be overdone in his 
case, inasmuch as he would derive 
no benefit from the reconstruction 
of the street. A gentleman who represented 
the firm of Cheuteau, Harrison & Valle, who 
own thirty-five feet on Collins street, near 
Wash, stated that his employers were in favor 
of the provosed measure. Mr. Espenscbird 
again asked tbe board to Jay this matter 
over uptil some future time. His 
request was not complied with, the members 
of the Board voting unanimously to recom- 
mend the ordinance tothe Assembly. 

Mr. Gray, the real estate agent, presented 
the following remonstrance against the recon- 
struction of Collings street from Biddle to 
Fiorida street: 

‘‘We wiil cheerfully second and sustain your 
efforts to improve or reconstruct ina perma 
nent manner such streets as the business in 
terests of the city really need. But Collin: 
street, between the points named is no 
one of these. A large portion of the lots on 
the line of this proposed reconstrnction are 
unimproved and on mostof them the improve- 
ments are of comparatively email value. The 
present value of the property 
is so small as not to justify the large 
cost of reconstruction, The pro- 
posed reconstruction is not demanded 
by the wants of commerce. There is no heavy 
traffic on it, only such light transportation as 
the domestic wants of tenements require, an 
‘occasional coal wagon, butcher and baker’s 
cart.’’ 

@The protest was referred to a committee of 
the Board of Public Improvements. 

At a few minutes after 3 0’clock the Broad- 
wavy remonstrance was handeato the board 
by Mr. Espenchied, who stated that most of 
the owners of property on Broadway 
owned but one piece of real estate, 
and that -the cost reconstructing 
this would be a hardship. Moreover 
Broadway is emphatically the tarm* 
street.

ARTEMUS WARD. 


Reminiscences of the Genial American 
Showman in England. 
H. B. Haweis in Good Words. 


When Artemus arrived here in 1866 he was 
a dyingman. I can see him now. as he came 
on the platform in front of his inferior pan- 
——s and stole a glance at the densely 
packed room andthen at his panorama. His 
tall, gaunt, thoughslender figure, his curly 
light hair and large aquiline nose, which 
always reminded me of a macaw, his thin 
‘face flushed with consumption, his little 

cough, which seemed to shake him to pieces, 
and which he said was “wearing him, out,” 
at which we all laughed irresistibly, and then 
felt ashamod of ourselves, as well we might; 
but he himself seemed to enjoy his cough. 
It was dll part of that odd topsy-turvy mind 
in which everything appeared most natural 
upside down. 

On first entering he would seem pro- 
foundly unconscious that anythingxwas ex- 
pected of him, but after locking at the au- 
dience, then at his own clothes, then apolo- 
pyetically at his panorama he began to ex- 
plain its merits.. The fact was that Artemus 
intended having the finest scenes that could 
be painted, but he gave that up on account 
of the expense, and then determined to get 
the worst as the next best thingfor his pur- 
pose. When anything very bad cameup he 
would pause aad gaze admiringly at the can- 
vas, and then look around a little reproach- 
fully atthe company. ‘This picture,’’ ne 
would say, ‘Sis a great work of art, it is an 
oi] painting donein petroleum. Itis by the 
old masters. It wasthe last thing they did 
before dying. They did this and then they 
expired. Il wish you were nearer to it so you 
could see it better. I wish I could take it to 
your residences and let you see it by daylight. 
Some of the greatest artistsin London come 
here every morning before daylight with lan- 
terns to look atit. They say they never saw 
anything like it before, and they hope they 
never shall again!” 

Nothing could be more impromptu, -and 
therefore riveting, than his’ manner through- 
outfrom the moment he entered; he seemed 
to be doing everything for the first time and 
without the least preparation, and, indeed, 
he was most unlike such mechanical artists 
as Albert Smith, who used to say be could go 
through his ‘*Mont Blanc” half asleep. Ar- 
tetanus was always in reality at high pressure. 
He was never twice the same: he poured out 
new jokes with prodigal invertion, aud every 
gesture was original and arose out of theim- 
mediate occasion. His finger was ever on the 

ulse of the people, they were always abso- 
hutely in bis power, whilst he flattered them 

by appearing to be entirely in theirs. He 

' would conciliate them, inspire pity, claim in- 

duilgence, throw himself upon their generos- 
ity, pretend to exert himself, to Jabor under a 
depressing sense of failure, even make capita! 
out of his poor cough; and then he was so 
deeply wounded if some very mild joke failed 
to elicit applause, that he would stop and 
look reproachfully atthe people until they 
shook with a new sense of the absurd situa- 
tion. At other times, when interrupted by 
laughter, he would look round with surprire 
aod say, “I did not expect youto Jaugh at 
that. I can throw off numbers of those 
little things, but I assure you I can do better 
than that.’’ , 

When he opened his lecture on the Mor- 
mons at the Eyvyptian Hall, he said quite 
apologetically: ‘Il don’t expeet to do much 
here, but I have thought if I could make 
moneyernough tobuy me a passage to New 
Zealand J should fee: that I have not lived in 
vain. I don’t want to live in vain. I’d rather 
live in Margute, or here.’ 


The heat was mostoppressive and the hall 
very crowded the dav I was there, and léok- 
ing upto the roof, he continued: “ButI 
Wish when the Ezyptians built this hall (a 
burst of laughter) they had not forgotten the 
ventilation.’”?” Apropos of nothing at all,s 
little further on he cbserved, ‘*I really don’t 
care for money; I only travel around to show 
my clothes.” ‘his was a favorite joke of his: 
he would look with a piteous expression of 
discomfort and almost misery at 
bis black trousers and swallow-tail 
coat, a costume in which he said he 
was always most wretched. ‘‘These clothes 
I bave on,”’ he continued, *‘were a great suec- 
cess in America,” and then quite irrelevantly 
and rather hastily, ‘bow often do large for- 
tunes ruin young men. I shouid like to be 
ruined, but I can get on very wei! as I am!’ 
So the lecture dribpied on with little frag- 
ments of impertinent biography, mere pegs 
for slender witticisms like this: ‘When quite 
a child I used to draw on wood; I drew a 
sinall cartioad of raw material over a wooden 
bridge; the people of the village noticed me; 
1 drew their attention; they said I had a fu- 
ture before me; up to that time J had an idea 
it was behind me.” Or this: “I became a 
man; I have always been mixed up with art. 
I have an uncle who takes photographs, and I 
have a servant who takes anything he can get 
his hands on.” 


But Ward was something besides a spark- 
ling humorist; he was a man of character and 
principle; there was nothing of the advent- 
urer—very littie even of the speculator— 
about him. Even in the depths of comedy he 
was always on the side of justice and virtue, 
and not with the big >attalions. “I ax these 
questions” (about Louis Napoleon), says the 
showman, “my royal duke and most noble 
highuess and imperials, because I’m anxious 
to know how he stands as a man. I know 
he’s smart. He is cunnin’, heis long-headed 
he is grate;.but onless he is good, he’)| come 
down with a crash one of these days, and the 
Bonypartes wiil be busted up again. Bet yer 
life.”? These comic but prophetic words were 
written when the late Emperor was at the 
climax of bis power, and about the time it 
was so miich the fashion to cali the Second 
Empire a perfect success. 


Artem Ward wasa worthv and loveable 
Was sound, hlameless, shrewd, sen- 
affectionate. His devotion to his

THE BOSS COMET. 


A Celestial Visitor of Note Coming 
Next Mayor June. 
From the New York Sun. 


If the comet that was discovered by agung 
astronomer in Albany a week or s0 ago #Miills 
half of the promises made for it, we may exX- 
pect to behold, in May or Juné, a celestial 
spectacie such as has not been equaled since 
1858 or 1811. This comet, although some 
200,000,000 miles from its perihelion, which 
it will not reach for three months, shows a 
biight tail and a star-like nucleus. The -in- 


ference is fair that the comet is a very: 


large one, and that when it gets into our 
neighborhood it will ‘present a maguificent 
appearance. Moreover, Prof. Chandler’s 
figures show that the comet is plunging al- 
most straight at the sun, which it will prob- 
ably approach within 100,000 miles. The only 
other comets, in ihe long list of 
those bodies whose orbits have been calcu- 
lated, which approaxched anything like as 
near to the sun as this, are the comet of 370 B. 
C., the comet of 1668, the comet of 1680, ofien 
called Newton’s comet, the comet of 1843 and 
the comet of 1880. The last named was 0»- 
served only in South America and Australia. 
and at the Cape of Good Hope. Concerning 
the cometof 307 B. C., of which frightfal 
things are related, and which is said to have 
splitin two, not much is known, but the 
measurements made in thie other cases are 


generally to be depended upon. In fact, it Was 
‘tbe néarnoess of the approach of the cowet of 


1680 which led Newtou to anticipate possible 
peril to the earth from the fal: of a greatcom- 
etinto the sun. This is net the popular view 
of the danger from comets, the fear usually 
being that they may strike the earth, or pro- 
duce pestilence by mingting the stbstance of 
their tails with our atmosphere. Of late the 
other view bas been made more conspicuous, 
especially since Mr. Proctor’s recent articie 
on what be calls the menacing com+t of 1830, 
which he anticipates may return in 1897. 

The appearance of this new comet on the 
heels of the discussion sxwakened by Mr. 
Proctor’s suggestion gives the subject renewed 
interest, especially in view of the announce- 
ment that the coming comet is going so close 
to the sun. Unless thecaiculators have made 
avery great blunder it Will pass through the 
corona, and, if large enough, may graze the 
luminous surface. It should be noticed that 
there is a discrepancy between the estimates 
of the perihelion distance made by Prof. 
Chandler of Harvard University and Prof. 
Boss of the Dudley Observatory, the latier 
makivg the distance considerably greater 
than that above given. Both agree, however, 
that the approach will bea close cne. Tiare 
question whether the earth may not at some 
time bein danger from agreat comet is all 
the more interesting because men of science 
are not exactiy in accord upon it. Mr. Proctor 
is not the onlv astronomer who thinks that If 
ever the world is to be desiroyed with heat it 
will be when a great comet plunges into the 
sun. Eventhose who think Mr. Proctor ts 
mistaken in his conciusions admit that, given 
a comet big enough and: massive enough, un- 
doubtedly its fall upon the sun wouid prove 
disastrous to the earth. But. they say it 
would require a body having a mass some- 
thing hke that of Jupiter to produce such 
effects, and compared with Jup.ter the most 
massive comets ever seen are mere pigmies. 
Besides, there seems good reason to believe 
that a comet would, on approaching close 
enough to the sun, be pulled to pieces and so 


drop piecemeal into the great orb,the fal} being | 


prolonged perhaps through many revolutions, 
so that the accession of heat caused by the 
conversion of the comet’s motion wou'd be 
distributed over a considerable period of 
time. Besides, as Prof. Young has pointed 
out, if a comet fell into the sun the increase 
of veat would be mainly used up in produe- 
ing expansion of the sun’s orb, and would 
afterward be radiated out again throush a 
long space of vears. Another very interest- 
ing objection has been raised to Mr. Procto:’s 
theory, namely, that as three-quarters of the 
surface which the earth presents to the sun 
is covered deep with water, such an increase 
of the sun’s heat as the fall of a comet might 
produce would cause a @reat increase of 
evaporation, which would useup the extra 
heat, and so protect the earth. from harm, 
According to this view we are reasonably safe 
so iong as the oceans lastand the sun does 
not get too hot.

In fact, we have had a rather dis- 
tant view of one comet that really seemed to 
belong to an order of magnitude different 
from that of ordinary comets—a sort of celex- 
tial whale among fishes. ‘his was the fa- 
mous comet of 1811, which had a head almost 
as big as the sun itself. But it kept far 
awsy, its perilelion distance being some 
ninety miilion miles. if such 
comet should rush upon ihe 
sun, Mr. Proctor thinks it would

JUVENILE LITERATURE. 

During the mecting of the Methodist 
Episcopal Sunday School Conference in this 
city yesterday afternoon, Dr, VINCENT cham- 
pioned at some length the material and the 
method of Sunday school literature. It is 
very doubtful if any boy with a good strong, 
healthy, mind and body was ever made either 
wiser or better by the sort of books issued 
from the Sunday,School libraries. There are 
books like “Robinson Crusoe’’ or the 
“Arabian Nights,” which appeal of 
themselves to bovhood ali over’ the 
world, and there are masterpieces 
of good English, like Marta EpDGEWORTH’s 
**Moral Tales,’’ which no boy can be persuaded 
toread. Morality can not be taken in fiction 
as an emetic is swallowed in jujube capsule, 
and the trouble about Sunday school litera- 
ture is that in each of the books there are 
great sandy Saharas of impossible goodness 
around each oasis of humanity. The result 
is that the boys who are brought up on 
BUNYAN’Ss ‘‘Pilgrim’s Progress” and that sort 
of literature acqiure a lodged hate for gener- 
alreading which no subsequent work can re- 
move. By an improper training they are 
deprived of all the pleasures which attend a 
cultivated mind and it remains to be proved 
that they have any special moral advantages 
over their reading companions. ‘The history 
of the world mentions very few success- 
ful. novels which were written with 
a distinct moral or _ political pur- 
pose. ‘“‘Don Quixote” killed chivalry in 
Spain and “Uncie Tom’s Cabin” precipitated 
the waron slavery, but neither CERVANTES 
nor HARRIET BEECHER STOWE have written 
Sunday school books. A boy who has given 
to him ‘‘Robinson Crusoe,” ‘The Scottish 
Chiefs,’? MAYNE REID’s novels and MAR- 
RYATT’S and CooPeER’s works, and JAMES 
GRANT’s and LEVER’s, will go on tothe 
“Waverley Novels’? and to the higher walks 
of English literature bv himself. The dime 
and tbe fiery fluff of the weekly 
beys’ story papers will have no attraction for 
him. Unconsciously his taste will have 
been educated to better things. He will gag 
at carrion without knowing why.

THE Society of Medical Oiticers of London 
has recently discussed the subject of the 
propagation of diphtheria, some members 
taking the ground that the disease is trans- 
mitted by,fungi. According to Dr. BLYTH, all 
thatitrequired was the communication of 
excessively small light particles evolved from 
the affected mucous surfaces; but,fortunate- 
ly, by farthe greater part of these fall on soil 
unsuitable for their development, and itis 
probably only when they fall on the moist 
mucous surfaces that they can develop— 
even when they do touch the larynx, in many 
cases, doubtless, they are unwittingly got rid 
of by swallowing, coughing, etc. In regard 
to prevention it may be assumed that, if the 
germ of the disease is essentially local first, 
and then constitutional, its rayages may be 
restricted by keeping the throats of the 
healthy, who come in contact with the sick, 
constantly disinfected by means of disinfect- 
ing fluids. Dr. BLYTH thinks that the ques- 
tion of its affecting the same person twice is 
still undecided.

A Blow atthe Entire Press.

On Friday last, about 1 o’clockinthe after- 
noon, as Joseph Pulitzer, the editor of the st. 
Louis POST- DISPATCH, was coming out ot Eck- 
er’s restaurant on Fifth street in St. Louis, he 
was set upon by an unknown man who struck 
at khimn trom behind, knocking off his giasses, 
Mr. Pulitzer at once defended himself against 
the assailant and threw him into the window 
of a trunk store in front of which the assault 
was precipitated. Thge man made his escape 
and was seen no mofe. From. the circum- 
stances of the assault,°and particularly from 
the statement made by a cierk employed in 
the office of an insurance company near the 
scene of the attempted chastisement, there is 
much ground for the belief that the unknowa 
individual was the hireling of others—proba- 
biy of the gambling fraternity of St. Louis, or 
other public transgressors, 

Now, it matters little asto who Joe Pulitzer 
is, just so long as heistbe editor of a news- 
paper wno has been publicly assaulted on the 
streets and on whom an attempt was made to 
commit a brutal outrage. The police and 
public of St. Louis owe it to themselves to 
bring this thumping scoundrel, and those who 
instizated the act, to justice as speedily as 
possibie. Itis hard to see how there can be 
any difference of opinion among newspaper 
men with regardto this atteinpt against the 
liberty of the press. Ifthe newspaper is not 
to have the right to express itzelf freelyin re- 
spect of crime and the brazen defiance of all 
law and decency, then all the printing presses 
inthe country are just so much old iron. 
Without its character of public censor, the 
newspaper is not worth the sheet on which it 
is printed. Joe Pulitzer’s paper has been just 
the kind of publie scavenger to invite the pe- 
culiar hatred and vengeance of the unre 
strainea criminal classes which distinguish 
St. Louis from any other American city what- 
ever.

AJUDICIAL DIFFERENCE, 


George to be Released from Jail after a 
Year’s Waiting. 

Another division of opinion exists on the 
bench of the United States Circuit Court. In 
the early part of last summer, William George, 
a young man with a numerous family residing 
on Cass avenue, was hauled up before United 
States Commissioner Selby upon evidence 
going to show that a great deai of counter- 
feiting material was found secreted about his 
premises. In default of bond he went to jail, 
and as the grand jury did not meet inthe tall, 
he lingered behind the bars. His attorney, 
Mr. Estes, brought the matter before Judge 
Treatin the early part of this year, and a writ 
of relief was granted, but Georg3 was imme- 
diately rearrested upou fresh intormation filed 
by the District Attorney. Mr. Estes 
entered a plea to jurisdiction, 
and Judge McCrary to-day sustained it, 
but Judge Treat dissents. He holdsthat the 
information is suflicient basis for the prosecu- 
tion and that the offense cannot be construed 
as aninfamouscrime. Judge McCrary holds 
thatitis an infamous crime and can only be 
proceeded with by indictment. Owing 
to this division of opinion the case goes up to 
the Supreme Court of the United States and 
George wiil be released on a bond of $1,000, to 
be approved by the court. 


An Embezzier’s Sentence.

Description of the Theater te be 
Erected This Summer.

Manager Spalding’s Plans for His Thes- 
| pian Temple, 


The last performance that will ever grace the 
old Olyppic Theater is positively announced 
for next Sunday evening, when Robson and 
Orane appear in the well-known comedy of 
“Sharps and Fiats.” Afterwards the 
building will be summarily torn 
down, so that not a vestige shall 
femain. Its history has received a full and 
complete publication through the Post-Dis- 
PATCH. Fromthe ruins of the old building is 
destined to rise a noble and more imposing 


edifice, that promises to eclipse in magnifi- 
cence allformer efforts toward a tempie ol 
fhe histrionic muse in this city. 

THK NEW OLYMPIC 
will be located upon the site of the old the- 
ater, but with the foundation and building 
greatly enlarged. It will have afrontage of 
one hundred anda fifteen feeton Fifth street, 
and a depth of one hundred and twenty-eight 
feettothe alley. The building proper will be 
five stories high, modeled after the modern 
Renaissance. The designs of the edifice 
as prepared  —— # B. McE)}fat- 
rick & #£«'5Sons, architects, who have 
the construction in charge,show the front 
to be imposing ana costly. The walis will be 
made of solid white stone from Indiana quar- 
ries, and will be Ornamental and massive. 
Where the box-office is now located will be 


_ placed the grand entrance, thirty feet wide, 


and a smaller entrance to the upper tiers. The 
front will consist of forty large rooms, each 
forty feet deep, running back to 
an area or  hailway six feet wide, 
through which ventilation willbe afforded the 
theater proper. The rooms will ali have out- 
side windows, making them suitable for of- 
fices, but the St. James Hotel is attempting to 
lease them for hotel purposes. Turning to 


‘the lefttromthe grand entrance the visitor 
‘ finds an elevator leading tothe upper floors 


andintothe hallways. The grand entrance 
itself admits ~one, not to the 
rear of the auditorium, as is 
the cass with all the present theaters, but 
leads into a foyerthat opens upon the side of 
the dress circle. The stuge, instead of being 
at the west side, as now, will be on the south 
side, with the stage entrances on E)m street in 

lace of the alley. Besides the exit afforded 

ythe grand entrance, the entire ailey side 
of the building will be formed into a means of 
egress, leading from the family cir- 
cle and gallery by wide iron 
stuircases. The exits. aggregate eighty 
feet of space, so that the theater nay be emp- 
tied of its contents of 

2,300 PEOPLE 

in three minutes without hurry ordanger. To 
expedite the egress the rows of chairs will be 
further apart than in any other theater, assist- 
ing the passageway to a great extent. The 
auditorium will be fitty feet high, thoroughly 
ventilated and carefully heated. The stage 
depth is fortv feet to the drop curtain, by six- 
ty five - feet in height, with four 
large prescenium boxes on either side. The 
decorations aud general furnishing promise to 
be on a scale of magnificence. It is estimated 
that the entire cost of the Duilding will be 
$170,000, though Mr. Spalding expects that 
even that sum may be exceeded. 
Already the contractors are busily 
engaged upon their varions departments 
of labor in connection with the new buiiding. 
The firm of lioxon, Toomey & Hallev, scenic 
artists, are designing a masterpiece tor

Chicago Letter to Louleville Courier-Journal. 

Happening this week along the upper halls 
of an immese building here, a portion of 
which is devoted to artists’ studios and hang- 
ers-on of artists, | came across a sort of Shy- 
lock in art, who gleefully confided to me the 
information that he had made an arrange- 
inent to sbut up poor Elkin, the artist, in his 
room for afew weeks, and, during his im- 
prisonment secure from him for almost 
noihing some splendid works of art. Even 
while in conversation with this party, Eikin’s 
father-in-law and Nemisis combined came 
prying about for the purpose of ascertaining 
if just such an arrangement was not be- 
ing made by some of these Shylocks in. the 
building referred to. The circumstances 
hbroughi to my mind the terrible condition of 
this really great artistas it never before im- 
pressed me. 

But a few years ago Elkin was. Bierstadt’s 
rival. He is possessed of noble chracteristics 
and reaily wonderful genius. Four years 
ago his expenses for the support of his 
studios and household exceeded $40,000 a 
year. He had noincome.- save that derived 
from the sale of his pictures. His originality 
is positively finexhaustibie. Ina half day he 
can produce a really great painting. His 
habits and. associations, his motives, his 
aspirations, everything about the tan, in 
fact, were of the highest character. He over- 
worked himself and took to drink. He is not 
a sot, but becomes a veritable demon under 
the influence of liquor, and through the re- 
suit of protracted sprees and degrading de- 
bauches, Is to-day leading a broken, abandon- 
ed life, having lost the confidence of every 
living creature who knew him. His wife is a 
lady of refinement, and has endeavored to re- 
form him, Failing in that sometime since she 
began suit, which was decided averse to her, 
aguinst certain saloon-keepers who had en- 
couraged him in these debauches and brought. 
about his ruin. Last summer friends sent 
him out to Colorado, He did nobiv for atime, 
but returning here, immediately went to the 
wall again. There is not bis superior as 
an artiston the American continent. There 
is to-day not aman living more debauched 
through drink than poor Eikin. Murder is 
too good a fate for that one who will make it 
possible for this poor fellow to get a drop of 
liguor; anditis such instances as these that 
make good and considerate men sometimes 
cry out that this cursed thing, drink, should 
be banished from the face of the earth.

Longfellow’s Works. 
From the New York World. 


From the list of Longfellow’s publications 
prepared by asurviving member of the house 
which published his first volume of poems, it 
appears that he began his literary life as a 
prose writer, not as a poet. His first books 
were not only in prose, but prosaic.’ He be- 
gan with a translation of a French grammar, 
which he immediately followed up with an 
Italian grammar, and with carefully edited 
reading books in French and _ Italian. 
His first contributions to serial literature 
were essays written in 1832 for the North 
American Review on the history of the 
French and Italian languages. Next came 
bis **Romance of Hyperion,” and then his 
“Voices of the Night.’’” An admirer of Mr. 
Longfellow in this city bas in his library 
copies of twenty-three various poems of his 
published in German, of six ia Italian, of 
seven in French, and from twoto four each 
in Swedish, Portugese, Dutch, Danish, Span- 
ish, Polish and Russian. 


An Old-Time Humorist.

William Tappan Thompson, whose death 
was reported last wetk, can no doubt be 
claimed as the first of the distinctive *‘Ameri- 
can humorists.’? He was born in Ohio in 
1812.

Chances of Contagious Diseases Being 
Transmitted in the Bedding. 


The small-pox, its virulence, prevalence, and 
its general spread throughout the country, has 
of late been a subject of much discussion with 
the general public, extending also to the 
medical fraternity. By them ae uni- 
versal theory has been promulgat- 
ed, after much consideration, to the 
effect that small-pox and other lebs dangerous 
contagious diseases are liable to be disseminat- 
ed throughout the country principally 
through the agency of the Pullman palace 
sleeping cars. In other words, the railroad 
palace that offers every luxury to the occu- 
pant aiso conceals in its different apartments 


tthe demon of disease. 


The reporter decided to look up some Pull- 
man conductor or porter and ascertain the 
precautions that were exercised by the com- 
pany to prevent, as near as possible, the 
spread of disease by means of their cars. 

Pullman car attaches were found and qnes- 

tioned, all of whom, however, were exceeding- 
ly reticent, déeciining positively to render any 
information of the nature gesired. They were 
under strict orders. they averred, to commu- 
nicate no knowledge ot the operations of the 
company to outsiders. At la-+t, however, a 
PulJman attache was found who offered no ob- 
jections to stating facts, and from him the de- 
sired information was obtained.
